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How Did It-Ajl Start? 


From what dim past did the tradi- 
tion of Santa Claus come? Why are 
so many millions of dollars’ now 
spent on Christmas presents and 
millions of Christmas cards sent by 
friends to friends? How did the idea 
start? Why the combination of tur- 
key and plum pudding, of candles and 
Ch: trees? How did. all thé 
glamour of the year’s greatest holi- 
day come about? Back of the pre- 
sent holiday season is one of the 
most curiously mixed and interest- 
ing chapters in all history. 

Strange Ideas 
Referencés to Christmas appear in 
some of the oldest writings, Virgil 
very 
clearly and its decorations of toys 
and dolls; and present-giving to one 
and all in a festive season of the 
Romans, In 1557; Thomas Tusse, an 
early English writer, after pro- 
nouncing the sound fact that “Christ- 
mas comes but once a year,” recom- 
mended: " 
“At Christmas be merry and thank- 
ful withal, 

And. feast thy poor. neighbors, 
the great 

With the small.” 

In those days people evidently had 
more time for proper holidaying, for 
revelries started around the wassail- 
bowl a week ahead of Christmas and 
continued until well into the New 
Year, 

Many strange superstitions were 
practiced. Unmarried girla would 
take turns calling at the pig-sty 
door, If a small pig answered first, 
her husband would be a young man; 
but if the great hog grunted, she 
would marry an old man, 

Servant girls in some parts of the 
country could claim the privilege of 
staying in bed on Christmas morn- 
ing while the mistress did the work. 

Decorating churches and homes 
at Christmas time is a very old cus- 
tom. Mistletoe ‘was greatly reveren- 
ced by the old Druid monks of Eng- 
land, It’ was gathered by them at 
Yuletide, cut by the priest in white 
raiment using a golden knife. The 
Celts and Goths also venerated the 
mistletoe, 

In Scandinavia the holly or holly- 
tree is called Christ's Thorn, ‘from 
its dedication to Christmas and 
church decorations and because its 
berries appear at Christmas time. 

10,000 Guests 

In the earliest Christian days the 
day of Christmas actually varied 
from March and April to December. 
The Emperor Julius 1 set December 
25 as the date sometime around 340 
A.D, 

English kings from the reign of 
King John to that of Edward VI 
celebrated Christmas in Westminster 
Hall, as the Palace of Westminster 
was at that time the royal residence. 

Richard I personally. entertained 
10,000 persons there, wearing his 
crown and a cloth of gold robe en- 
crusted with precious stones, 

The boar’s head was then the chief 
dish, and not the turkey. Splendidly 
garnished, borne aloft on a gold dish. 
and heralded by a fanfare of trum- 
pets, it was followed by a procession 
of knights and ladies who sang the 
famous Boar’s Head Carol, the 
music of which is still in existence.

Close observance of the need .of 
safe driving, particularly during the 
Christmas season when traffic is 
heavier than customarily, is being 
urged by the Alberta Motor Assoc- 
iation, ; 

Many accidents can be avoided if 
motorists and pedestrians give care- 


ful heed to the principle of Safety 


First at all times, 

Such hazards as skidding, defect- 
ive brakes, blinding headlights, also 
should be guarded against at this 
season. At level crossings, more 
than usual care should be exercised 
to avoid the danger of accidents. 

Everyone should co-operate with 
the desire of making this festive 
season one that will be marked by a 
minimum of accidents.

1. box seeded or seedless raisins. 
Cover-and let stand 4 hours or over- 
night. Bring to a boil and simmer, 
covered, 30 minutes, stirring occas- 
jonally, Drain, grind or chop fine, 
and mix with water in which fruit 
was soaked. Measure 4 cups pre- 
pared fruit into saucepan. (Add 
water, if necessary, to make meas- 
urements exact). Add ‘huts. 


Measure sugar and corn syrup 
into. bowl; set aside. Place sauce- 
pan containing fruit over high heat. 
Add powdered fruit pectin and stir 
until mixture comes to a hard boil. 
Add sugar and corn syrup at once, 
bring to a full rolling boil and boil 
hard 1 minute, stirring constantly. 

Remove from heat, skim, and 
pour, quickly. Paraffin at once. 
Makes about 11 six ounce glasses. 


Grape Jelly from Bottled Juice 


8 cups juice, 
1% cups sugar, 
1% cups light corn syrup. 
1 box powdered fruit pectin, 
To prepare juice use 1 pint bottle 
grape juice, Add 1 cup water to 
juice and mix well. 


Measure sugar and corn syrup 
and set aside until needed, Measure 
juice into 4 8 to 4 quart saucepan, 

Place over hottest fire. Add 
powdered fruit pectin, mix well, 
and continue stirring until mixture 
comes to a hard boil.’ At once pour 
in sugar and corn syrup, stirring 
constantly. Coritinue stirring, bring 
to a full rolling boil, and boil hard 
% minute, 

Remove from fire, skim, pour 
quickly, Paraffin hot jelly at once, 
Makes about 9 glasses (6 fluid 
ounces each.)
